An  ordinance  to  appoint  2  Constables  for  each  of 
the  twenty-eight  wards  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
except  the  '  Sixth.  Seventh.  Sixteenth.  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-eighth  Wards,  to  serve  for  the 
balance  of  the  term  of  two  years  beginning  on  the 
fourth  Monday  in  March,  1922.  and  ending  on  the 
fourth  Monday  in  March.  1924.  and  to  prescribe 
their  several   respective   duties   and   compensation. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  ('it;/  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  the  per- 
sons hereinafter  named  be  and  they  are  hereby 
aj  }  ointed  constables  for  the  balance  of  the  term 
of  two  years  beginning  on  the  fourth  Monday 
in  March,  1922,  and  ending  on  the  fourth  Mon- 
day in  March,  1924,  the  constables  having 
already  been  named  in  previous  ordinances  for 
the  Sixth,  Seventh.  Sixteenth,  Twenty-fourth 
and  Twenty-eighth  Wards :

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  duties  and  compensation  of  said  con- 
stables, respectively,  shall  be  as  follows: 

Hugh  Doyle  shall  be  chief  constable  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  hereinbelow  specified, 
in  addition  to  any  other  duties  imposed  upon 
him  as  constable  by  law  or  ordinance,  and  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  $2,100.00. 

Matthew  B.  Mulligan  shall  be  chief  clerk  to 
the  J  ustices  of  the  Peace  of  the  People's  Court, 
and  shall  perform  the  duties  hereinbelow  speci- 
fied in  addition  to  any  other  duties  imposed 
upon  him  by  law  or  ordinance,  and  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  $2,100.00. 

The  following  six  constables,  viz :  Simon 
Buckner,  Jos.  W.  Connolly,  Edward  Cook,  Wm. 
A.  Mnlcahy,  John  Ward  and  George  EL  Lei- 
bold, in  addition  to  any  other  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  law  or  ordinance,  shall  perform 
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the  duties  hereinbelow  specified  and  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  $1,400.00  each. 

The  following  sixteen  constables,  viz:  (has. 
F.  Petty,  William  Sabisak,  Isaac  B.  Weinberg, 
Chas.  Sohl,  John  T.  GafFey,  Chas.  E.  Haehtel, 
('has.  H.  Warner,  John  J.  Ehatigan,  E.  R. 
Tayman,  Harry  McGee,  Tlios.  J.  Fitzgerald, 
George  W.  Smoot,  Thos.  E.  Kane,  Holly  C. 
Day,  Thos.  J.  Morris  and  Win.  J.  Scharf,  in 
addition  to  any  other  duties  imposed  upon  them 
by  law  or  ordinance,  shall  perform  the  duties 
hereinbelow  specified,  and  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  of  $1,200.00  each. 

All  of  said  salaries  to  be  paid  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  semi-monthly 
instalments. 

Said  salaries  hereinabove  provided  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  all  other  compensation,  by  fees  or 
otherwise,  for  the  performance  of  any  and  all 
duties  resting  upon  said  chief  constable  and 
said  twenty-eight  other  constables  hereinabove 
in  this  section  named,  or  named  in  previous 
ordinances,  whether  imposed  by  this  ordinance 
or  by  any  other  law  or  ordinance.  All  fees  and 
costs  which  may  be  collected  by  any  one  of  said 
twenty-eight  constables  shall  be  by  him  imme- 
diately accounted  for  and  paid  over  to  said 
chief  constable,  to  be  by  him  accounted  for  and 
paid  over  to  the  City  Register,  as  hereinbelow 
provided. 

The  duties  of  said  chief  constable  and  said 
twenty-eight  constables  hereinabove  in  this  sec- 
tion named,  or  named  in  previous  ordinances, 
shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Said  chief  constable  shall,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  five  justices  of  the  peace  of 
the  People's  Court,  have  the  custody  of  all  the 
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dockets,  records  and  papers  of  the  said  justices, 
and  it  shall  he  his  duty  to  see  that  they  are 
safely  and  properly  kept  and  preserved;  and, 
upon  his  removal  from  office  or  the  termination 
of  his  term  of  office,  shall  deliver  all  of  said 
dockets,  records  and  papers  to  his  successor. 
He  shall  receive,  collect  and  account  for,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  all  fees  and  costs  pay- 
able by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  and  consta- 
bles in  Baltimore  City,  except  fees  for  affidavits 
and  acknowledgments  taken  by  justices  of  the 
peace  other  than  those  of  the  People's  Court 
and  except  costs,  fines  and  forfeitures  payable 
in  criminal  cases  to  the  justices  of  the  peace 
assigned  to  sit  at  the  various  police  station 
houses  in  said  city ;  said  chief  constable  shall 
moreover  supervise  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  the  remaining  constables  hereinabove 
in  this  section  named,  or  named  in  previous 
ordinances;  said  chief  constable  shall  tile  with 
the  City  Register  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  on 
the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  in  each 
and  every  year  an  account,  verified  by  his  oath 
or  affirmation,  of  all  fees  and  costs  collected  by 
him  as  aforesaid  during  the  preceding  month, 
which  said  accounts  shall  show  the  titling,  na- 
ture and  disposition  of  the  various  cases  and 
proceedings  from  out  of  which  the  said  fees 
and  costs  arose;  and  said  chief  constable,  at 
the  time  of  filing  said  accounts,  shall  pay  over 
to  the  City  Register  the  amount  of  said  fees 
and  costs  received,  to  be  accounted  for  by  said 
Register  as  other  moneys  of  the  said  city  are 
accounted  for;  said  chief  constable,  before  en- 
tering upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond,  with  a  surety  or  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  pen- 
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alty  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,- 
000.00),  with  conditions  that  lie  will  truly  and 

faithfully  discharge,  execute  and  perform  all 
and  singular  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
office  of  constable  and  chief  constable,  and  that 
be  will  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  Reg- 
ister of  the  City  of  Baltimore  all  fees  and  costs 
which  he  may  receive  or  collect,  and  that  he 
will  faithfully  and  truly  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  person  or  corporation  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  same  all  moneys  belonging  to  such 
person  or  corporation  which  may  come  into  his 
hands  as  such  constable  or  chief  constable. 

(b)  Said  constable  designated  as  chief  clerk 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  People's 
Court  shall  act  as  clerk  at  large  to  said  jus- 
tices, and  shall  supervise  and  control  the  work 
of  the  constables  hereinafter  assigned  to  act  as 
docket  clerks  to  the  said  justices,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said  justices 
may  direct.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  he  shall  give  to  the  Mayor  and 
( lity  Council  of  Baltimore  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond  with  a  surety  or  sureties  approved  by  the 
Mayor  in  the  penalty  of  Ten  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($10,000.00)  conditioned  upon  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  hereunder. 

(c)  Two  of  said  constables  receiving  the  an- 
nual salary  of  Fourteen  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,400.00)  each  shall  act  as  assistants  to  said 
chief  constable  in  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties aforesaid.  Each  of  them,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  with  a  surety  or  sureties 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  penalty  of  Ten 
Thousand    Dollars    ($10,000.00),    conditioned 
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upon  the   faithful    performance   of   his    duties 
hereunder. 

(d)  Five  of  said  constables  receiving  the 
annual  salary  of  Fourteen  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,400.00)  each  shall  act  as  clerks  r«>  the  re- 
spective five  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  Peo- 
ple's Court,  shall  keep  the  dockets  of  said  jus- 
tices and,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direc- 
tion of  the  respective  justices,  shall  prepare  all 
writs  and  other  papers  pertaining'  to  the  cases 
instituted  before,  or  to  he  tried  before,  said 
justices.  One  of  said  constables  receiving  the 
annual  salary  of  Fourteen  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,100.00)  shall  act  as  general  docket  clerk. 
In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  of  said  con- 
stables from  attendance  upon  the  said  justices 
of  the  peace,  the  chief  constable  shall  designate 
one  of  the  said  two  assistant  constables  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  said  constables  so  absent. 

(e)  Five  of  the  remaining  nineteen  of  said 
constables  hereinabove  in  this  section  named, 
or  named  in  previous  ordinances,  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  chief  constable  as  bailiffs  to  the 
said  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  People's  Court, 
and  one  of  them  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
during  the  sittings  of  each  of  said  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of 
a  bailiff.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  of 
said  constables  designated  to  act  as  bailiffs 
aforesaid,  the  chief  constable  shall  designate 
cue  of  the  remaining  constables  to  act  for  the 
one  so  absent. 

(f)  The  remaining  fourteen  of  said  consta- 
bles hereinabove  in  this  section  named,  or 
named  in  previous  ordinance.-,  shall,  under  the 
instructions  and  subject  to  the  supervision  of 
said  chief  constable,   serve  the  process   of  the 
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said  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  People's  Court; 
but  any  writ  or  other  process  issued  by  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  People's  Court  may 
be  served  by  said  chief  constable  or  by  any  one 
of  the  other  twenty-eight  constables  hereinabove 
in  this  section  named,  or  named  in  previous 
ordinances,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  one 
of  said  twenty-eight  constables  to  serve  any  writ 
or  process  issuing  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  People's  Court  when  directed  to  do  so  by 
the  chief  constable. 

The  remaining  twenty-seven  constables  here- 
inabove, in  Section  1,  named,  or  named  in  pre- 
vious ordinances,  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  and  may  perform  such  duties  appertain- 
ing to  the  office  of  constable  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  but  shall  not  be  required  to 
perform  any  service  or  duty  for  the  justices  of 
the  People's  Court.  They  shall  each  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty  dollars  ($20),  pay- 
able by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more upon  their  qualifying  and  giving  the  bond 
hereiiibelow  prescribed,  in  lieu  of  all  other 
compensation  by  fees  or  otherwise ;  and  they 
shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  chief  con- 
stable hereinabove  named  any  and  all  fees  and 
costs  or  other  compensation  which  they  may 
receive  for  any  services  which  they  may  per- 
form as  constables;  the  same  to  be  accounted 
for  and  paid  over  to  the  City  Eegister  by  said 
chief  constable  as  hereinabove  provided.  Each 
of  said  twenty-seven  constables  shall,  at  the  time 
of  qualifying,  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  a  penalty  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000.00),  with  a  surety  or  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned 
that  he  will    account   for   and    pay   over   to   the 
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chief  constable  hereinabove  aamed  all  fees  and 
costs  or  other  compensation  which  he  may  col- 
lect or  receive  for  any  services  rendered  by  him 

as  constable. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  bonds  hereinabove  required  to  be  given 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  be  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution 
for,  the  bond  required  to  be  given  by  consta- 
bles under  Section  2  of  Article  20  of  Bagby's 
Code. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  St.  Ann's  Par- 
ish to  erect  and  construct,  on  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  Greenmount  Avenue  and  Twenty-second 
Street,  a  three-story  school  building  and  relieving 
the  said  St.  Ann's  Parish  from  compliance  with 
certain  requirements  of  the  Building  Code. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permis- 
sion be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  St. 
Ann's  Parish  to  erect  and  construct,  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Greenmount  Avenue  and 
Twenty-second  Street,  a  three-story  school  build- 
ing. 
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Section  2.  Apd  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  in  the  construction  of  said  building  the 
said  St.  Ann's  Parish  is  hereby  authorized  and 
permitted  to  construct  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  engineering  principles  and  formulas 
hereinafter  enumerated : 

1.  Live  lead  of  30  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.  for  flat 
roof. 

2.  Live  load  of  50  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.  for  class 
rooms. 

3.  Live  load  of  75  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.  for  cor- 
ridors. 

d.  Reduction  of  10S'  of  live  load  on  mem- 
bers carrying  over  200  sq.  ft.  of  floor  surface. 

r>.  Reinforced  concrete  in  building,  allow- 
able stress  for  compression,  650  lbs.  per  s<p  in. 
Allowable  stress  in  steel  reinforcing  16000 % 
tension  per.sq.  in. 

0.  Allowable  shear  on  concrete,  120  lbs.  per 
sq.  in.,  reinforced  by  steed  stirrups  to  carry  two- 
thirds  of  this  in  tension  at  16,000  lbs.  per  sq. 
in. 

7.  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  simply  sup- 
ported at  ends,  moment  shall  be  taken  at  W% 
at  center  of  span  for  uniform  load,  W  repre- 
senting the  total  load  and  1  the  length. 

8.  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  continuous 
over  two  spans  only  and  for  end  spans  of  sys- 
tems continuous  over  more  than  two  spans  with 
ends  restrained  the  moment  shall  be  taken  as 
W  1/10  at  the  first  support  from  end  and  also 
at  center  of  span. 

!).  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  continuous 
over  more  than  two  spans,  the  moment  shall  be 
taken  as  \Y  112  for  interior  spans  at  center  of 
span  and  the  reinforcing  for  negative  moment 
over  supports  shall  be  proportioned  for  W  \i  12. 
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Iii  all  other  respects,  the  construction  of  the 
said  building  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore 
City. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained. 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

B.  Ger- 
mershausen  to  erect  17  individual  garages  on  the 
premises  bounded  by  Covington,  Cross  and  Grin- 
dall  Streets. 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  606.%  of  1021  pro- 
hibits the  erection  of  a  garage  within  300  feet 
of  a  church;  therefore

Working  Stresses. 

A.  The  allowable  compressive  strength  of 
concrete  in  direct  bearing  shall  be  assumed  at 
500  pounds  per  sq.  in.  for  1-2-4  mix,  and  at 
625  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  1-1  %-3  mix. 

B.  When  compression  is  applied  to  a  sur- 
face of  concrete  of  at  least  twice  the  loaded 
area,  a  stress  of  800  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  may  be 
allowed  in  the  area  actually  under  load,  for 
1-2-4  mix,  and  1,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  a  1-1%- 
3  mix. 

C.  The  allowable  compressive  unit  stresses 
on  concrete  columns  shall  be  as  given  under 
heading  of  "Columns." 

I).  The  extreme  allowable  compressive  fibre 
stress  in  a  beam  or  slab  shall  not  exceed  650  lbs. 
per  sq.  in.  for  1-2-4  mix,  nor  800  lbs.  per  sq. 
in.  for  l-l%-3  mix.  Adjacent  to  the  support 
of  continuous  beams  these  stresses  may  be  ex- 
ceeded by  15  per  cent. 
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E.  The  allowable  punching  shear  on  con- 
crete shall  not  exceed  120  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for 
1-2-4  mix,  nor  150  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  1-1 1/2-3 
mix,  except  as  otherwise  specified  under  girder- 
less  floor  construction. 

F.  The  allowable  shearing  stress  in  the  cal- 
culations of  beams  where  the  maximum  shear- 
ing stress  in  a  section  is  used  as  the  means  of 
measuring  the  resistance  to  diagonal  tension 
stress  shall  not  exceed  40  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for 
1-2-4  mix,  nor  50  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  l-l%-3 
mix,  for  beams  with  longitudinal  bars  only  and 
without  web  reinforcement.  It  shall  not  exceed 
120  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  1-2-4  mix  nor  150  lbs. 
per  sq.  in.  for  1-1  %-3  mix  in  a  beam  having 
part  of  the  longitudinal  reinforcement  bent  up 
and  further  provided  with  vertical  or  inclined 
stirrups  spaced  as  specified  under  heading  of 
"Stirrups"  and  so  proportioned  that  two-thirds 
of  this  shear  shall  be  borne  by  the  steel. 

G.  The  allowable  unit  tensile  stress  on  steel 
reinforcing  bars  shall  not  exceed  16,000  lbs. 
per  sq.  in. 


H.  The  allowable  compressive  stress  on 
steel  rods  in  columns  or  used  as  compressive 
steel  in  beams  reinforced  for  compression  shall 
not  exceed  10,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

I.  The  allowable  unit  direct  shear  on  steel 
shall  not  exceed  10,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

J.  The  allowable  bond-stress  between  con- 
crete and  steel  rods  shall  not  exceed  80  lbs.  per 
sq.  in.  on  plain  bars,  100  lbs,  per  sq.  in.  on  de- 
formed bars,  and  40  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  on  drawn 
wire  for  1-2-4  concrete,  and  for  l-iy2-3  mix 
these  stresses  may  be  increased  to  100,  120,  and 
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50  lbs,  per  sq.  in.  respectively.  Hooks,  if  Lent 
at  a  radius  of  three  diameters,  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  further  increasing  the  bond-stress  by  15 
per  cent,  in  all  cases. 

K.  The  modulus  of  elasticity  shall  be  taken 
as  one-fifteenth  of  that  of  steel  when  a  1-2-4  mix 
is  used  and  as  one-twelfth  in  case  a  1-1  ^-3  mix 
is  used. 

L.  Minimum  thickness  of  slabs  and  walls 
given  in  this  chapter  apply  to  fireproof  con- 
struction only. 

Genera]  Assumption  of  Design. 
Span    Lengths  of  Beams  and  Slabs. 

A.  For  slabs  and  beams  simply  supported 
the  span  length  shall  be  taken  as  the  distance 
center  to  center  of  supports,  but  need  not  be 
taken  to  exceed  the  clear  span  plus  the  depth 
of  beam  or  slab. 

B.  For  continuous  or  restrained  beams  built 
mouolithically  into  supports,  the  span  length 
may  be  taken  as  the  clear  distance  between  sup- 
ports. 

C.  If  brackets  are  provided  under  beams, 
which  make  an  angle  of  45  degrees  or  more,  with 
the  axis  of  a  restrained  beam,  the  span  may  be 
measured  from  a  section  where  the  depth  of 
bracket  below  beam  is  1-3  of  the  depth  of  the 
beam. 

I).  The  maximum  negative  moments  are  to 
be  considered  as  existing  at  the  end  of  the  span 
as  herein  denned. 
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T-Beams. 

A.  Where  slabs  are  cast  integral  with  the 
beams  or  girders,  such  beams  may  be  considered 
as  tee  beams  and  the  slab  considered  an  integral 
part  of  the  beam,  provided  the  beam  or  girder 
is  reinforced  throughout  by  stirrups  extending 
into  the  slab  to  within  one  inch  of  the  top. 

B.  The  assumed  effective  width  of  a  tee 
beam  shall  not  exceed  one-sixth  the  span  length 
on  either  side  of  the  beam  nor  shall  the  over- 
hand on  either  side  of  the  web  exceed  six  times 
the  thickness  of  the  slab,  nor  shall  the  total 
effective  width  on  either  side  of  center  of  beam 
exceed  three-eighths  of  the  distance  between 
centers  of  adjoining  beams. 

C.  Where  reinforcement  of  the  slab  does  not 
cross  the  beam  at  right  angles,  transverse  rein- 
forcement shall  be  used  between  the  points  of 
inflection  at  least  equal  in  area  to  the  slab  rein- 
forcement, but  never  less  than  %  per  cent,  of 
the  cross  sectional  area  of  concrete,  these  rods 
to  extend  not  less  than  the  thickness  of  slab 
beyond  assumed  outer  edges  of  the  tee  beams. 

D.  In  calculating  strength  of  tee  beams,  the 
compression  of  the  concrete  area  in  the  stem 
shall  be  neglected. 

Beams  Reinforced   for   Compression. 

A.  Where  beams  are  reinforced  for  compres- 
sion it  shall  be  assumed  that  compressive  steel 
will  be  stressed  not  to  exceed  10,000  lbs.  per 
sq.  in. 

B.  The  amount  of  compressive  steel  to  be 
figured  as  contributing  moment  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 1  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  concrete. 
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C.  The  moment  of  a  beam  so  reinforced 
shall  be  measured  as  to  its  steel  or  tensile 
moment  as  a  similar  beam  without  compressive 
steel  and  its  concrete  or  compressive  moment 
shall  be  assumed  as  the  sum  of  (a)  the  com- 
pressive moment  found  in  a  beam  of  like  dimen- 
sions with  tensile  reinforcing  only  and  (b)  the 
product  of  the  compressive  steel  area  multiplied 
by  the  product  of  the  lever  arm  (which  shall  be 
assumed  as  the  distance  centers  of  gravity  of 
compressive  and  tensile  steel)  and  the  allowable 
unit  compressive  stress. 

Floor  and  Slabs. 

No  roof  slab  shall  be  less  than  3"  thick  nor 
less  than  l/40th  of  the  span;  no  floor  slabs  shall 
be  less  than  3%"  thick  nor  less  than  l/32nd 
of  the  span. 

Continuous  Beams  and  Slabs. 

A.  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  simply  sup- 
ported at  ends,  moment  shall  be  taken  at  Wl/8 
at  center  of  span  for  uniform  load.  W  repre- 
senting the  total  load  and  1  the  length. 

B.  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  continuous  over 
two  spans  only  and  for  end  spans  of  systems 
continuous  over  more  than  two  spans  with  ends 
restrained  the  moment  shall  be  taken  as  Wl/10 
at  the  first  support  from  end  and  also  at  center 
of  span. 

C.  For  beams  and  floor  slabs  continuous  over 
more  than  two  spans,  the  moment  shall  be  taken 
as  Wl/12  for  interior  spans  at  center  of  span 
and  the  reinforcing  for  negative  moment  over 
supports  shall   be  proportioned   for  Wl/12. 
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D.  The  above  rules  apply  to  uniform  load- 
ing only,  for  concentrated  loads  the  momenta 
will  be  taken  as  proportionate  to  the  momenta 
developed  in  simple  beams  under  similar  load- 
ing multiplied  by  <>.s  for  par.  8  and  2  3  for 
par.  C. 

Bond  Stress. 

A.  All  steel  shall  be  embedded  in  concrete 
to  develop  a  bund  stress  at  least  equal  to  the 
tensile  stress  developed. 

B.  The  bond  stress  for  plain  bars  embedded 
in  1-2-4  concrete  shall  be  assumed  at  SO  lbs.  per 
sq.  in.,  while  for  drawn  wire  this  will  be  re- 
duced to  40  lbs.  The  bond  stress  for  deformed 
bars  shall  be  assumed  at  100  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 

C.  For  1-1  %-3  concrete  these  values  become 
100,  50  and  125  lbs.  per  sq.  in.,  respectively. 

D.  If  end  of  reinforcing  bar  is  bent  around 
to  form  a  curve  with  a  diameter  not  less  than 
3  times  the  diameter  of  the  bar,  bond  stress 
may  be  considered  to  be  increased  25rr  in  all 
cases  over  values  given  above,  but  no  additional 
bond  stress  will  be  allowed  for  hooks  not  bent 
as  stated  above. 

Web.  Shear  and  Stirrups. 

A.  Stirrups  shall  be  provided  in  all  beams 
throughout  the  length  of  the  beam  and  propor- 
tioned for  two-thirds  of  the  total  shear  developed 
at  the  point  under  consideration. 

E.  The  area  of  concrete  in  a  beam  required 
to  resist  shear  shall  not  be  less  than  the  shear 
in  pounds  divided  by  105  for  1-2-4  concrete  and 
13  for  1-1  %-3  concrete;  the  depth  of  beam  shall 
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be  taken  as  the  distance  from  top  of  concrete  to 
center  of  gravity  of  tensile  steel.  One-third  of 
this  shear  shall  be  assumed  to  be  carried  by  con- 
crete,  balance   by   stirrups. 

C.  The  area  of  perpendicular  stirrups  shall 
be  determined  by  the  formula

D.  For  stirrups  bent  up  at  an  angle  of  be- 
tween 30  deg.  and  45  deg.  75%  of  the  area 
specified  under  par.  0,  may  be  used. 

E.  Bent  up  bars  shall  not  be  considered  as 
taking  stress  usually  carried  by  stirrups. 

F.  The  first  stirrups  shall  be  placed  not  more 
than  2"  from  the  end  of  beam  and  vertical 
stirrups  shall  be  spaced  not  farther  apart  than 
one-half  of  the  depth  of  beam  where  the  stirrups 
are  calculated  by  the  method  outlined  under 
par.  C. 

Where  the  concrete  area,  however,  is  sufficient 
to  take  all  shear  at  point  under  consideration, 
the  spacing  may  be  increased  to  %d.  Where 
stirrups  are  inclined  at  an  angle  of  between  30 
and  45  deg.,  spacing  may  be  increased  50% 
over  the  limits  above. 

Columns. 

A.  Rodded  columns  shall  be  reinforced  with 
longitudinal  reinforcement  of  not  less  than 
%%  llor  more  than  4%  and  with  lateral  ties 
not  less  than  1/4"  in  diameter,  not  less  than  12" 
apart,  nor  more  than  16  diameters  of  the  longi- 
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tudinal  bar.  Total  safe  load  in  pounds — 500 
A( '4-7,500  acs  for  L-2-4  mix  and  025  AO'+ 
7,500  avs  for  L-1%-3  mix,  in  which  AC  equals 
area  of  concrete  within  hoops,  and  avs  equals 
cross  section  area  of  vertical  steel,  both  given  in 
square  inches. 

B.  Hooped  columns  shall  be  reinforced  with 
longitudinal  reinforcement  of  not  less  than  1% 
nor  more  than  5%  and  with  circular  hoops  or 
spirals  not  less  than  1%  of  the  volume  of  the 
concrete  and  spaced  not  more  than  one-sixth  of 
the  diameter  of  the  column  apart  and  not  more 
than  3  in.  Total  safe  load  in  pounds  equal  850 
AC  +  10,000  avs  for  1-2-4  mix,  and  1,050  AC+ 
10,000  avs  for  l-iy2-3  mix. 

C.  The  formulas  given  pars.  A.  and  B.  are  to 
apply  only  to  hooped  or  rodded  columns  of  less 
unsupported  height  than  15  times  the  outside 
diameter  or  least  width,  and  only  the  area  of 
concrete  within  hoops  shall  be  considered  in 
calculations  for  bearing  capacity,  but  the  out- 
side of  spirals  shall  be  covered  by  at  least  1%" 
of  concrete. 

J).  For  hooped  columns  of  a  height  greater 
than  15  times  their  least  width,  working  stresses 
shall  be  reduced  by  multiplying  them  by  the 
factor  r,  in  formula, 

r=1.6— l/25d, 
in  which  1  equals  unstayed  height  of  column  and 
d  equals  outside  diameter  of  column,  but  no 
column  shall  be  used  with  a  diameter  or  least 
side  less  than  one-twentieth  of  the  height. 

E.  Where  columns  are  loaded  eccentrically, 
due  provision  shall  be  made  for  such  loading 
and  the  column  increased  and  reinforced  ac- 
cordinglv.     The  stress  to  be  added  to  a  column 
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due  to  an  eccentric  loading  will  be  determined 
by  the  formula, 

fce=Med/2l, 
in  which  fee  is  the  additional  load  on  column 
in  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  due  to  moment.  Med  is  mo- 
ment of  eccentric  load  in  inch  lbs.  d  is  outside 
diameter  of  column  in  inches  or  width  of  col- 
umn in  direction  of  stress,  and  1  is  moment  of 
inertia  of  column  in  inches. 

Where  bending  occurs  at  top  of  column,  as  on 
wall  columns  for  flat  slab  construction,  one-half 
the  moment  in  consideration  shall  be  assumed  to 
act  on  the  entire  length  of  both  the  column 
above  and  the  column  below  the  floor  considered, 
the  other  half  may  be  taken  up  by  additional 
rods  extending  at  least  to  the  third  point  of  each 
column. 

Footing. 

A.  In  rectangular  column  footings  the  maxi- 
mum bending  moment  shall  be  considered  as 
existing  at  the  center  of  column  and  shall  be 
assumed  as  the  sum  of  positive  and  negative 
moments  due  to  \[±  of  the  load  acting  at  the 
center  of  gravity  of  triangular  formed  by  the 
diagonals  of  footings  and  sides  of  column  and 
footing. 

B.  The  steel  shall  be  placed  not  less  than  4" 
from  bottom  of  footing  and  the  lower  4"  shall 
not  be  considered  in  determining  the  strength  of 
slab. 

C.  Punching  shear  shall  be  assumed  at  120 
lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for  1-2-4  concrete  and  150  lbs. 
for  l-l%-3  concrete,  and  the  concrete  alone 
shall  be  assumed  as  carrying  this  stress  and  no 
additional  steel  reinforcement  need  be  provided. 
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Girderless  Floor  Construction — Square 

Panels. 

Girderless  floor  construction  consists  of  rein- 
forced concrete  slabs  supported  directly  on  rein- 
forced concrete  columns  or  concrete  encased 
steel  columns  with  capitals  and  with  or  without 
drops. 

This  specification  deals  with  this  type  of  con- 
struction : 

1.  Two-way  reinforcement,  with  or  without 
dropped  panel. 

Dimensions  of  Slabs,  Drops,  Capitals  and 
Columns  for  Girderless  Floors. 

A.  The  width  of  a  drop  shall  not  be  less  than 
.4L  and  the  thickness  as  may  he  determined 
by  the  bending  moment  or  shear  developed. 

B.  The  capital  shall  have  a  diameter  not  less 
than  0.2251,  and  the  diameter  of  such  capital 
shall  be  measured  at  a  point  below  drop  where 
its  vertical  thickness  is  at  least  1%  inches. 

If  square  capitals  are  used,  the  diameter  of 
the  inscribed  circle  shall  not  be  less  than  0.2251. 

The  slope  of  the  capital  shall  nowhere  make 
an  angle  with  the  vertical  of  more  than  45  de- 
grees. 

C.  The  minimum  thickness  in  inches  of  a 
slab  without  dropped  panels  shall  be  0.0241  \/ 
W+l",  for  a  slab  with  dropped  panels  0.021V 
W+l",  while  the  thickness  of  the  dropped  panel 
below  top  of  slab  shall  not  be  less  than  0.031V 

w+iy2". 

D.  In  no  case  shall  the  slab  thickness  be 
made  less  than  6"  nor  shall  the  thickness  of  a 
floor  slab  be  made  less  than  1/32  of  the  panel 
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length,  nor  the  thickness  of  a  roof  slab  less  than 
1    tO  of  the  panel  length. 

E.  The  width  of  hands  shall  be  0.501  for  a 
two-way  system  and  not  less  than  0.401  for  a 
four-way  system,  nor  more  than  0.451. 

F.  Columns  supporting  girderless  construc- 
tion floors  shall  not  be  less  than  14"  nor  less 
than  1/12  of  the  span  in  diameter.  The  diam- 
eters of  columns  supporting  roofs  shall  not  he 
less  than  12"  nor  loss  than  1/15  of  the  span. 

All  exterior  wall  columns  or  columns  support- 
ing panels  whore  slab  is  not  continuous  shall  be 
designed  to  resist,  in  addition  to  the  direct  load, 
a  stress  due  to  a  bending  moment  of  1/3  of  the 
total  negative  bending  moment  for  a  full  column 
head  at  the  adjacent  interior  column  for  floors, 
and  2/3  for  roofs.  In  no  case  shall  the  least 
dimension  of  an  exterior  or  wall  column  be  less 
than  12".  Interior  columns  above  and  below 
floor  shall  be  proportioned  to-  provide  for  %  of 
the  unbalanced  moment  of  the  full  live  load  ex- 
isting on  oik1  side  of  a  line  connecting  column 
centers  while  space  at  other  side  is  not  loaded. 

Punching  shear  shall  be  assumed  as  existing 
around  perimeter  of  column  and  capital  and 
may  be  taken  as  not  to  exceed  120  lbs.  per  sq.  in. 
for  1-2-4  concrete  and  150  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  for 
l-ll/>-3  concrete.  The  allowable  shear  around 
perimeter  of  drop  shall  not  exceed  i-o  the  allow- 
able punching  shear,  or  GO  and  75  lbs.  per  sq. 
in.,  respectively,  for  1-2-4  and  l-l%-3  mix. 

H.  Steel  rods  shall  be  placed  radiating  from 
column  into  capital  and  slab,  and  the  area  of 
rla  se  rods  shall  not  be  less  than  that  required  to 
transmit  30  per  cent  of  the  total  shear  at  peri- 
meter of  column,  on  the  assumption  that  rods 
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develop  a  stress  of    L0,000  lbs.   per  sq.   in.  of 
cross  sectional  area. 

I.  Beams  carrying  spandrel  walls  or  beams 
located  at  openings  or  at  any  line  where  glat 
slav  construction  is  not  maintained,  shall  he 
proportioned  to  carry  their  full  direct  load  plus 
a  uniform  load  per  lineal  foot  assumed  as  equal 
to  the  total  live  load  per  square  foot  for  a  dis- 
tance of  1  5  the  panel  length  of  the  adjoining 
flat  slat  construction. 

J.  The  point  of  inflection  for  flat  si  ah  shall 
be  assumed  at  ^4  0I*  rm'  distance  between  col- 
umn ctiitcrs  both  diagonally  and  in  a  straight 
line,  and  all  steel  u<vd  for  negative  moments 
shall  extend  to  at  least  this  point. 

K.  Steel  used  to  provide  for  positive  mo- 
ments shall  run  at  least  to  the  center  of  columns. 

Moment  Values  for  Two-Wav  Svstem,  Square 

Panels. 

For  a  two-way  system,  with  drops  and  capi- 
tals as  specified,  the  total  moment  for  each 
hand  shall  he  as  given  below,  and  the  value 
given  shall  he  used  in  determining  thickness  or 
slab  and  drop,  provided  thickness  is  not  less 
than  the  value  found  by  rules  previously  given 
in  this  chapter. 

The  positive  moment  at  outer  section  shall  be 
taken  as  Wl3/60. 

The  positive  moment  at  inner  section  shall  he 
taken  as  WP/120. 

The  negative  moment  at  column-head  section 
shall  be  taken  as  WP/30. 

The  negative  moment  at  mid-section  shall  be 
taken  as  WP/120. 
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For  slabs  without  drops  these  values  shall  be 
taken,  respectively,  as

Moment  Values  for  Wall   Panels  (Restraint  at 
Walls). 

Where  the  boundary  of  a  Hat  slab  is  a  rein- 
forced concrete  beam,  lintel  or  wall  with  rein- 
forced concrete  columns,  the  moments  shall  be 
taken  as  follow- : 

On  sections  parallel  to  the  wall,  the  negative 
moments  at  the  first  interior  row  of  columns 
shall  be  increased  10  per  cent,  and  the  positive 
moments  at  the  center  of  the  exterior  panels  on 
sections  parallel  to  the  wall  shall  he  increased 
20  per  cent  over  these  specified  for  interior 
panels.  The  negative  moment  on  a  line  at  in- 
side of  wall  shall  be  taken  as  l  L.  of  that  specified 
for  interior  columns. 

Piles  General  Requirements, 

A.  The  supporting  value  of  piles  shall  he  ob- 
tained from  embedment  in  or  bearing'  on  mate- 
rial as  firm  as  can  practically  be  obtained,  and 
the  method  of  driving  shall  W  such  as  not  to 
impair  their  strength.  The  frictional  value  ob- 
served for  that  part  of  piles  embedded  in  or 
passing  through  such  material  as  peat,  silt,  or 
fill  overlying  such  material,  shall  not  be  relied 
upon  for  support. 

B.  A  detached  column  or  pier  footing  sup- 
ported by  piling  shall  rest  upon  not  less  than  3 
piles,  but  column  or  pier  footings  supported  by 
proper  and  permanent  masonry  or  steel  con- 
struction which  provides  lateral  support  in  all 
directions  may  each  rest  upon  a  single  pile  if 
the    allowable   load   per   pile   is   not    exceeded. 
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Light  wall  foundations  may  be  supported  by  a 
single  row  of  piles;  provided  that  the  length 
of  wall  unsupported  laterally  by  proper  ma- 
sonry or  steel  construction  does  not  exceed  10 
feet.  All  other  foundation  walls  requiring  pil- 
ing shall  rest  upon  at  least  two  rows  of  piles, 
the  rows  to  be  at  least  2  feet  on  centers  for 
buildings  up  to  30  feet  in  height. 

('.  Piles  under  masonry  building  shall  be 
capped  with  concrete.  If  capped  with  plain 
concrete,  the  proportion  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  part  Portland  cement  not  more  than  2^ 
parts  of  sand  and  5  parts  of  broken  stone  or 
gravel,  and  the  capping  shall  not  be  less  than 
in"  high  above  the  pile  heads.  All  con- 
crete capping  shall  fill  the  space  in  and  around 
them  for  a  depth  of  6"  below  the  cut-off,  and 
shall  extend  for  not  less  than  8"  beyond  the 
outer  edge  of  the  pile  cluster.  Xo  rubble  con- 
crete shall  lie  used  for  pile  capping.  If  capped 
with  reinforced  concrete  the  capping  shall  be 
not  less  than  12"  thick. 

1).  Piles  supporting  steel  or  wooden  build- 
ings without  masonry  or  floors  may  be  capped 
with  timber  not  less  than  6"  thick,  securely 
joined  together  and  to  the  piles. 

E.  Additional  piles  to  be  driven  for  all  piles 
which  are  broken,  broomed  or  injured  in  any 
way,  and  for  piles  having  a  lower  sustaining' 
power  than  that  required  for  the  work. 

F.  The  sustaining  power  of  piles  driven  by 
jetting  shall  be  determined  by  test  loads. 

W  end  Piles,  Requirements  and  Spacing. 

A.     Wood  piles  shall  be  sound  and  straight, 

cut   from   live   trees,   cut  off   above   the   ground 
swell. 
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B.  The  diameter  at  the  butt  shall  not  be 
less  than  10"  and  the  point  not  less  than  5"  for 
piles  up  to  20  feet  in  length.  When  the  length 
of  piles  exceeds  20  feet,  the  diameter  at  the 
butt  shall  not  be  less  than  12". 

C.  Wood  piles  shall  not  be  spaced  closer  to- 
gether than  24"  on  centers. 

D.  Spur  piles  shall  be  driven  where  neces- 
sary to  obtain  stability  of  the  structure. 

E.  Where  a  penetrable  strata  of  hard  pan 
exists,  piles  shall  be  shod  at  point  with  iron. 

Wood    Piles,   Allowable   bonds. 

A.  Piles  shall  be  driven  to  refusal  if  possi- 
ble and  method  of  driving  shall  be  such  as  not 
to  impair  their  strength. 

B.  When  a  pile  is  driven  through  firm  soil 
to  hard  pan  or  rock  its  maximum  carrying 
capacity  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the 
average  cross-sectional  area  in  inches  by  500 
pounds,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  allowable  load 
exceed  50,000  pounds  per  pile. 

C  Piles  driven  through  loose,  wet  soil  to 
solid  rock  or  hardspan,  shall  be  figured  as  col- 
umns unsupported  laterally  for  their  entire 
length,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  maximum  allow- 
able load  exceed  350  pounds  per  square  inch  of 
average  cross-sectional  area  nor  -10,000  pounds 
per  pile. 

1).  When  piles  are  not  driven  to  refusal  the 
safe  carrying  capacity  of  each  pile,  except  as 
noted  under  (E)  and  (F)  shall  be  determined 
by  the  formula. 
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For  a  drop  hammer  P— 2Wh/S+l. 

For  a  steam  hammer  P — 2Wh/S+0.1. 

In  which  P=Allowable  load  on  pile  in  pounds. 
W==Weight  of  hammer  in  pounds. 
h=Fall  of  hammer  in  feet. 
s=Average     penetration     in     inches 
under  the  five  last  blows  after  the 
pile  has  sunk  to   a  point  where 
successive  blows  produce  approx- 
imately equal  penetrations. 

E.  Provided  that  the  drops  of  hammer  shall 
not  exceed  15  feet  and  further  provided  that  the 
allowable  load  on  such  pile  shall  not  exceed 
50,000  pounds  if  driven  through  firm  soil  or 
if  a  fill  oyster  shells,  slag',  stone  or  similar  ma- 
terial be  placed  completely  surrounding  all 
piles  to  within  at  least  4  feet  of  the  top. 

F.  Provided  that  when  no  such  firm  soil  ex- 
ists or  no  such  fill  is  placed,  the  maximum  al- 
lowable load  shall  not  exceed  50,000  pounds 
multiplied  by  r  in  the  formula  : 

r=l— L/60d. 

In  which  L=Penetration  of  pile,  in  feet,  after 
having  received  three  blows  of  a 
drop  hammer,  weighing  not  less 
than  2,000  pounds  and  falling  15 
feet  or  the  equivalent  of  this. 
d=Average  mean  diameter  of  pile. 
in  feet. 

G.  The  tops  of  all  wooden  piles,  except 
those  for  wooden  frame  structures  shall  be  cut 
off  at  a  point  not  more  than  12"  above  mean 
low  tide. 
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Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
dare  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  repealing  and  re-ordaining  with 
amendments  Section  13  of  Article  9  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  of  1906,  as  said  section  was  or- 
dained by  Ordinance  No.  81,  approved  December 
10th,  1900,  approving  the  scale  of  rentals  for 
space  in  the  City  Conduits  as  determined  by  the 
Electrical   Commission  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  by  (lie  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  Section  13  of 
Article  \)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906, 
as  said  section  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No. 
81,  approved  December  10th,  1900,  approving 
the  scab1  of  rentals  for  space  in  the  city  con- 
duits, as  determined  by  the  Electrical  Commis- 
sion of  Baltimore,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-ordained  with  amendments  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

"13.  The  rates  of  rentals  as  determined  by 
the  Electrical  Commission  at  its  meeting  held 
on  September  20,  1923,  are  hereby  approved, 
as  follows : 

Up  to  an  including  5,000  feet,  seven  cents 
(  7c )  per  duct  foot  per  annum. 

For  5,001  to  25,000  duct  feet  inclusive,  six 
and  one-half  (6l/>c)  per  duct  foot  per  annum. 

For  25,001  duct  feet  and  over,  six  cents  (6c) 
per  duct  foot  per  annum. 
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For  each  transformer  man-hole,  when  the 
same  is  occupied  with  transformers,  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($75.00)  per  annum. 

A  charge  of  5%  of  duct  length  section  be- 
tween faces  of  manholes  shall  be  made  for  space 
in  manholes  in  the  lateral  and  distributing  sys- 
tem, and  2r/t  of  duct  length  section  between 
faces  of  manholes  shall  be  made  for  space  in 
manholes  in  the  trunk  system. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
all  rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  and  of  the  Electrical  Commission 
under  the  above  mentioned  section,  shall  be  pre- 
served and  continue  in  full  force,  and  all  legal 
proceedings  of  any  and  every  character  and  de- 
scription now  pending  under  said  section  may 
be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment,  decree  or  deci- 
sion to  the  same  extent  and  effect  as  if  this 
Ordinance  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall,  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power 
and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  grant- 
ed, and  that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37,  of  Article  -1-,  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  en- 
titled "City  of  Baltimore,"  sub-title  "Charter," 
and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held, 
exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said 
grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value1  derived  from  said  right, 
to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twen- 
ty-five years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said 
right  herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  Agin- 
ation of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said 
grantee,  to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  be  and  become  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its 
paying  said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said 
payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of 
the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value  de- 
rived from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valu- 
ation hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  deter- 
mined upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its 
representatives  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they 
shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves, 
shall   appoint  a  third  arbitrator,   and  the  deci- 
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sioii  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  val- 
uation aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two 

arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly 

-  rved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence. 
regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  in  the  event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing 
to  comply  with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions 
upon  which  the  said  franchise  or  right  are  here- 
by granted,  said  franchise  or  right  shall  be  and 
become  wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  4-.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  track  on  said 
street,  adjust  its  said  track  to  the  grade  of  such 
street,  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law.  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
keep  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  track 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thor- 
ough repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep 
the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction, 
but  without  obstructing  the  other  portion  of 
said  street  on  either  side  of  said  track,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  City  if  and  so  often  as  said  street 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,    or   any    other   officers    or    agents    duly 
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authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repay- 
ing rlic  space  between  the  rails  of  said  track  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relo- 
cating, strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete, 
all  sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  located 
in  the  street  beneath  the  space  between  the  rails 
of  said  track  and  .for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of 
relocating  any  surface  structures  belonging  to 
the  City  made  necessary  by  the  construction  of 
said  track,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  En- 
gineer as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard 
said  sub-surface  structures  and  as  to  tin1  neces- 
sity of  relocating  any  surface  structures  to  be 
final;  and  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of 
snch  additional  sewer  inlet  or  inlets  with  the 
necessary  connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  are  re- 
quired for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  as 
the  result  of  the  construction  of  said  tracks. 

Section  5.  And  he  if  further  ordained. 
That  in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  ex- 
pense of  advertising,  and  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  dollars,  and  the  like  sum  of 
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two   hundred   and   sixty-five    dollars    annually 
thereafter. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  farther  ordained, 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further'  ordained. 
That  if  at  any  time  the  track  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed, 
or  if  the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  ac- 
quired by  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  municipal  trackage  sys- 
tem, or  for  any  other  purposes  of  the  municipal- 
ity, then  this  ordinance  shall  be  void,  and  all 
the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  without  compensation  to 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  said  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character  as  the  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder  shall,  from  time  to  time,  change  the 
location  of  the  track  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Highways  Enginer  the  public  convenience  may 
require  it,  and  he  shall  issue  a  written  order 
therefor  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 
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Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
Thar  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  nor  be  permitted  to  stand  a  car  or 
cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed.

established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
keep  the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thor- 
ough repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep 
the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction, 
but  without  obstructing  the  other  portion  of 
said  street,  on  either  side  of  said  tracks  and 
•hall  pay  to  the  City  if  and  so  often  as  said 
streel  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly 
authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repay- 
ing the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof.

sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  located  in  the 
street  beneath  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of, and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due.  the  cost  of  relocat- 
ing any  surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City 
made  necessary  by  the  construction  of  said 
tracks,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  sub- 
surface structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of  re-

Each  person  so  appointed,  the  amount 
of  whose  sales  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and 
personal  property  of  every  kind,  exclusive  of 
Jiis  real  estate  sales  and  sales  of  houses,  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  enter  into  a  recogniz- 
ance to  the  City  of  Baltimore  with  two  individ- 
ual securities  or  corporate  security,  acceptable 
bo  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
that  he  shall  in  all  things  well,  truly  and  faith- 
fully behave  and  conform  himself  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  law,  and 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Collector  of  Water  Rents 
and  Licenses  of  Baltimore  City  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  a  license. 

243.  Each  auctioneer  so  appointed  whose 
sales  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  per- 
sonal effects  of  every  kind,  exclusive  of  his  real 
estate  sales  and  sales  of  houses,  shall  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  enter  into  a  recognizance  to  the  City  of 
Baltimore  with  two  individual  securities  or 
corporate  security,  acceptable  to  the  Comptroller 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  as  hereinbefore 
prescribed,  and  shall  pay  to  the  collector  of 
Water  Rents  and  Licenses  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  a  license  fee. 

244.  If  any  person  so  appointed  shall  de- 
sire  to  pursue  the  business  of  an  auctioneer  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  selling  books,  maps,  or 
prints,  by  day  or  by  night,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  do  so  by  first  entering  into  a  recognizance  to 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  with  two  individual  se- 
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curities  or  corporate  security,  acceptable  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the 
penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  as 
hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  by  paying  to  the 
Collector  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

245.  If  any  person  so  appointed  shall  desire 
to  pursue  the  business  of  an  auctioneer  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  vending  horses  and  carriages,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  do  so  by  first  entering  into 
a  recognizance  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  with 
two  individual  securities  or  corporate  security, 
acceptable  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  paying  to  the  Collector  of  Water  Rents  and 
Licenses  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  as  a  license  fee. 

246.  A  license  may,  on  the  request  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  party,  be  issued  by  the  Col- 
lector of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses,  nunc  pro- 
tune,  so  as  to  avail  him  for  a  year  from  the  day 
on  which  his  license  expired,  or  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  avail  him  for  any  part  of  the  interval 
the  applicant  may  desire;  but  no  license  issued 
under  this  section  shall  acquit  the  party  obtain- 
ing it  of  any  penalty  hereby  imposed  for  sell- 
ing without  license,  if  prosecution  therefor  shall 
have  been  commenced  before  such  license  was 
obtained. 

24s-.  All  recognizances  directed  to  be  taken 
by  this  sub-division  of  this  article  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Collector  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses, 
and  duplicates  shall  be  made  of  the  record  of 
every  such  recognizance  by  said  Collector  of 
Water  Rents  and  Licenses,  one  whereof  shall 
be  delivered  or  be  caused  to  be  delivered  by 
such  auctioneer  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City 
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of  Baltimore,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of 
Mich  record,  and  the  other  shall  be  retained  by 
said  Collecto]  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses, 
who  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  for  the  same 
from  the  auctioneer  the  sum  of  one  dollar.

misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  lined 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  Mayor  may,  in  his  discretion,  inhibit,  dur- 
ing his  pleasure,  the  person  convicted  from  act- 
ing as  auctioneer. 

2(53.  Any  auctioneer  who  shall  receive  or 
accept  any  greater  or  higher  reward  for  his  serv- 
ices than  is  authorized  by  this  sub-division  of 
this  article,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  every  offense,  to  be  recovered 
in  the  name  of  the  City  by  suit,  or  by  indict- 
ment in  the  Criminal  Court,  one-half  to  the  use 
of  the  City  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the 
party  prosecuting  for  the  same. 

272.  If  any  person  shall,  within  seven  days 
after  any  such  offense  shall  be  committed,  prose- 
cute for  the  penalties  imposed  by  this  sub-divi- 
sion of  this  article,  the  Collector  of  Water  Rents 
and  Licenses,  upon  information  thereof  having 
come  to  his  knowledge,  shall  direct  the  State's 
Attorney  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  prosecute 
for  the  same ;  and  the  penalties  when  recovered 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
( !ity.

of  employees  of  the  City,  to  recommend  the  poli- 
cies to  govern  such  system,  to  submit  a  report 
with  a  draft  of  the  necessary  legislation  to  estab- 
lish such  a  system,  and  to  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  said   Commission. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  there  is  hereby 
(•rented  a  commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Re- 
tirement Commission,  which  shall  consist  of 
nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
one  of  said  members  to  represent  each  of  the 
three  existing  retirement  systems,  namely, 
police,  fire  and  schools,  two  to  represent  the 
municipal  employees  not  at  present  included  in 
any  retirement  system,  one  to  represent  the  De- 
partment of  Finance,  and  three  to  represent  the 
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general  interests  of  the  city.  The  said  Commis- 
sion shall  have  the  power-  and  perform  the 
duties  hereinafter  specified  and  the  memhers 
thereof  shall  Berve  without  compensation. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  said  Commission  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  and  em- 
ploy such  clerks  and  subordinates,  including 
technical  and  expert  advisers,  and  incur  such 
expenses  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
hut  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  Twelve  Thou- 
sand Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($12,500.00),  pro- 
vision for  which  is  made  in  the  Ordinance  of 
Estimates  for  the  year  1924.

ommendations of  the  Commission.

For  slabs  and  beams  simply  supported,  the 
span  length  shall  he  taken  as  the  distance  cen- 
ter to  center  of  supports,  but  need  not  be  taken 
to  exceed  the  (deal-  span  plus  the  depth  of  beam 
of  slab. 

For  continuous  or  restrained  beams  built 
menolithieallv  int..  supports,  the  span  length 
may  be  taken  as  the  clear  distance  between  sup- 
ports. 

If  brackets  are  provided  under  beams,  which 
make  an  angle  of  4:>  degrees  or  more,  with  the 
axis  of  a  restrained  beam,  the  span  may  be 
measured  from  a  section  where  the  depth  of 
bracket  below  beam  is  1  :)  of  the  depth  of  the 
beam. 
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The  maximum  negative  moments  are  to  be 
considered  as  existing  at  the  end  of  the  span  as 
herein  denned. 

In  calculating  the  moment  of  resistance  of 
beams,  the  tensile  stresses  in  the  concrete  are 
neglected. 

T  Beams. 

Where  slabs  are  east  integral  with  the  beams 
or  girders,  such  beams  may  be  considered  as 
tee  beams  and  the  slab  considered  an  integral 
part  of  the  beam,  provided  the  beam  or  girder 
is  reinforced  throughout  by  stirrups  extending 
into  the  slab  to  within  one  inch  of  the  top. 

The  assumed  effective  width  of  a  tee  beam 
shall  not  exceed  one-sixth  the  span  length  on 
cither  side  of  the  beam  nor  shall  the  overhang 
on  either  side  of  the  web  exceed  six  times  the 
thickness  of  the  slab,  nor  shall  the  total  effective 
width  on  either  side  of  center  beam  exceed  three- 
eighths  of  the  distance  between  centers  of  ad- 
joining beams. 

Where  reinforcement  of  the  slab  does  not 
cross  the  beam  at  right  angles,  transverse  rein- 
forcement shall  be  used  between  the  points  of 
inflection  at  least  equal  in  area  to  the  slab  rein- 
forcement, but  never  less  than  l/o  Per  cent  of 
the  cross  sectional  area  of  concrete,  these  rods 
to  extend  not  less  than  the  thickness  of  slab  be- 
yond assumed  outer  edges  of  the  tee  beams. 

hi  calculating  strength  of  tee  beams,  the 
compression  of  the  concrete  area  in  the  stem 
shall  be  neglected. 

Beams  Reinforced   for  Compression. 
Where  beams  are  reinforced  for  compression 
it  shall  be  assumed  that  compressive  steel  will 
be  stressed   not   to  exceed   10,000  lbs.   per   sq. 
inch. 
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The  amount  of  compressive  steel  to  be  fig- 
ured as  contributing  moments  shall  not  exceed 
1   per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  concrete. 


Continuous  Beams  and  Slabs. 

For  heat ns  and  floor  slabs  simply  supported 
at  ends,  moments  shall  be  taken  at  WL/8  at 
center  of  span  for  uniform  load.

An  ordinance  to  promote  the  public  welfare  and  the 
public  health,  safety  and  convenience  by  requiring 
the  paving  of  all  public  or  private  alleys  with 
concrete  or  other  smooth  material. 

Whereas  nearly  all  of  the  streets  and  high- 
ways of  Baltimore  City  have  l>een  paved  by  the 
Paving  Commission  and  other  public  agencies; 
and 

Whereas  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  public  welfare,  health,  safety  and  conveni- 
ence to  have  all  alleys,  whether  public  or  pri- 
vate, nut  exceeding  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width.

properly  graded  and  paved  with  concrete,  brick 
or  other  smooth  material;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Bolt i 'more  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  owners  of  property  abutting 
upon  public  or  private  alleys  in  Baltimore  City 
which  are  not  properly  graded  and  paved  with 
concrete  or  other  smooth  materials  to  properly 
grade  and  pave  said  alleys  with  concrete,  vitri- 
fied brick  or  other  smooth  material,  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance..

or  not  in  a  proper  condition  and  with  a  proper 
grade  for  drainage  or  in  a  bad  condition  for 
want  of  repairs.  All  such  paving  shall  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  specifications  and  in  a 
manner  usually  followed  in  modern  improved 
paving,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  charter  relating  to  public  contracts  and 
work.  Twenty  days  before  beginning  the  work 
of  paving  an  alley,  as  herein  provided,  the 
Highways  Engineer  shall  post  a  notice  at  or 
near  each  end  of  said  alley,  stating  that,  after 
the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  date  of 
first  posting  the  notice,  he  will  proceed  to  pave 
said  alley,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  and 
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warning  all  persons  and  corporations  desiring 
i<»  put  any  pipes  or  conduits  in  said  alley,  or  do 
other  work  requiring  the  digging  up  of  the 
same,  to  proceed  at  once  to  do  such  work.  And 
the  Highways  Engineer  shall  make  reasonable

Upon  receipt  of  said 
report  from  tin  highways  engineer  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  shall  publish  a  notice  once  in  two  of 
the  daily  newspapers  of  Baltimore  City,  stating 
that  such  alley  has  been,  paved,  giving  the  lo- 
cation thereof,  and  that  the  Appeal  Tax  Court 
will  hear  any  owner  of  property  abutting  there- 
on in  reference  to  his  liability  for  part  of  the 
cost  <>f  such  work,  within  ten  days  after  the 
publication  of  said  notice,  and  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  shall  also  deposit  in  the  mail,  within  two 
days  after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  a  copy 
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thereof  in  aa  envelope  properly  stamped  and 
addressed  to  the  owner  of  each  property  abut- 
ting upon  such  alley.  An  envelope  addressed: 
"To  the  owner  of  Xo street"  (giv- 
ing the  street  number)  shall  be  ;i  sufficient  com- 
pliance with  this  requirement  as  to  the  address. 
And  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  hear  any  such 
owner  who  may  desire  to  be  heard  within  said 
ten  days,  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  assess  the  en- 
tire cost  incurred  by  the  Highways  Engineer  in 
doing  said  work,  together  with  the  expenses  of 
the  notice  to  be  inserted  by  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court,  upon  all  owners  of  property  binding  or 
abutting  upon  said  alley,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  feet  which  each  property  binds  or 
abuts  upon  said  alley.  Provided  that,  in  count- 
ing the  number  of  feet  which  any  property 
abuts  upon  the  alley  so  paved,  the  actual  num- 
ber of  such  feet  shall  be  taken  as  to  all  lots  hav- 
ing their  front  or  rear  upon  said  alley,  but 
corner  lots,  having  their  front  on  some  inter-

Any  person  so  assessed  shall  have  20 
days  in  which  to  appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City 
Court,  and,  upon  taking  any  such  appeal,  shall 
have  the  right  to  have  all  questions  relating  to 
his  liability  to  said  assessment  determined  by 
the  said  court,  or  by  a  jury  if  a  jury  trial  is 
asked,  in  the  same  manner  as  questions  relating 
to  the  assessment  or  an  increase  in  the  assess- 
ment, of  property  for  taxes  are  heard  and  de- 
termined  by  said  court.      After  the  expiration 
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of  said  twenty  days  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
report  the  assessment  so  made  to  the  City  Col- 
lector, who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in 
the  same  manner  as  taxes  upon  real  estate  are 
collected.  Said  assessments  shall  be  liens  upon 
the  property,  the  owners  of  which  are  so  as- 
sessed, from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the 
work  for  which  such  assessments  are  made,  sub- 
ject as  to  any  party  who  may  have  appealed, 
to  the  final  determination  of  the  court  or  jury 
upon  such  appeal.  In  the  event  such  assess- 
ment is  sustained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
court  or  a  jury,  the  lien  shall  relate  back  to  the 
time  of  completing  the  work.  Said  assessments 
shall  Be  due  as  soon  as  reported  to  the  City 
Collector,  and  may  be  paid  without  interest  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year 
next  succeeding  the  date  of  such  report  to  the

Leader  Stores.  Inc.,  to  erect  and  construct  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  I^exington  and  Howard  Streets, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  a  fireproof  department 
store  building  to  a  height  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  feet  (1257  00")  and  relieving  the 
Bemheimer-Leader  Stores.  Inc..  of  Baltimore,  from 
compliance  with  certain  requirements  of  the  huild- 
ing  code  of  Baltimore  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  I  lie  Mayor 
din/  ('if;/  CoiMicil  of  Baitimorej  that  permis- 
sion lie  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  and  grant- 
ed to  the   [nspector  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore 
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City  to  issue  a  permit  authorizing  the  said 
Bernheimer-Leader  Stores,  Inc.,  of  Baltimore, 
a  corporation,  to  erect  and  construct  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Howard  and  Lexington 
Streets,  to  a  height  not  exceeding  125  feet,  a 
fireproof  department  store  building.  The  meas- 
urement of  the  height  of  said  building  shall  be 
taken  from  the  curb  level  at  the  center  of  the 
Lexington  Street  front  of  the  building  to  the 
top  of  the  highest  point  of  the  main  roof  beams ; 
above  which  point  there  may  be  a  parapet  or 
other  architectural  features  not  exceeding  eight 
feet  in  height,  and  there  may  be  constructed 
mi  the  roof  of  said  building  the  necessary  pent 
houses  for  elevators,  water  tank  and  ventilating 
apparatus,  provided  the  entire  building  is  lire- 
proof  throughout.  The  words  "fireproof 
throughout"  mean  that  all  material  entering 
into  the  construction  of  the  building  shall  be 
lire  resisting  except  the  usual  trim  of  rooms, 
surfacing  of  floors,  and  the  frames  and  sash  of 
exterior  windows,  provided,  howTever,  that  metal 
frames  and  metal  sash  glazed  with  wire  glass 
shall  be  used  on  the  two-alley  sides  of  the  build- 
ing from  the  alley  level  to  a  height  not  less 
than  sixty  feet  above  the  roof  line  of  the  adja- 
cent buildings. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  in  the  construction  of  said  building  the 
said  Lernheimer-Leader  Stores,  Inc.,  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  construct 
said  building  in  accordance  with  the  engineer- 
ing principles  and  formulas  hereinafter  enu- 
merated namely : 

The  live  load  per  sq.  ft.  of  floor  area  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  hundred  pounds  (100  lbs.). 
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The  live  load  per  sq.  ft.  of  roof  shall  not  be 
less  than  thirty  pounds  (30  lbs.). 

The  specified  live  load  may  be  reduced  ten 
per  cent.  (10%)  for  members  carrying  two 
hundred  or  more  sq.  ft.  of  floors. 

For  columns,  the  load  on  top  floors  may  be 
assumed  at  90  per  cent,  of  the  specified  live 
load.  The  live  load  on  the  floor  next  below 
ST»  per  cent.,  and  decreasing  on  each  succeed- 
ing lower  floor  by  5  per  cent.,  provided  that 
on  no  floor  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  speci- 
fied live  load  shall  be  used,  and  provided  that 
for  the  lower  floor  the  full  specified  live  load 
shall  be  used.  'No  reduction  in  live  load  shall 
be  allowed  for  roofs. 

Retaining  Walls. 

Retaining  walls  supporting  earth  banks  shall 
be  designed  on  the  basis  of  minimum  weight  of 
earth  at  100  pounds  per  cubic  ft.  at  an  angle 
of  repose  of  30  degrees. 

Foundations. 

The  live  load  of  foundations  shall  be  assumed 
to  be  the  same  as  those  on  the  lower  sections  of 
columns.  Xo  wind  load,  however,  need  be  con- 
sidered unless  it  exceeds  one-half  the  sum  of 
the  live  and  dead  loads  on  the  column.  In 
ease  of  excess,  the  excess  shall  be  considered  a 
live  load. 

The  areas  of  footings  shall  have  the  same 
ratio  to  each  other  as  the  dead  pins  one-third 
live  loads  coming  upon  them.  That  footing 
which  receives  the  largest  percentage  of  live 
load  shall  be  proportioned  for  the  combined 
dead  ;iiid  live  loads.  The  dead  plus  one-third 
live   lo;i<l    on    this   footing   shall    be   divided    l>v 
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the  area  thus  found,  and  this  reduced  pres- 
sure per  square  foot  shall  be  used  for  the  dead 
plus  one-third  live  load  of  all  foundations. 

The  allowable  compressive  unit  stress  on 
soils  carrying  foundations  for  walls,  piers,  or 
coin  inns  or  other  concentrated  loads  shall  not 
exceed  four  tons  per  sq.  ft.  for  loam  or  fine 
sand,  firm  and  dry,  and  four  to  five  tons  per 
sq.  ft.  for  coarse  sand,  and  six  tons  per  sq.  ft. 
for  coarse  gravel. 

The  allowable  compressive  stresses  on  direct 
bearing  due  to  combined  live  and  dead  loads 
and  impact  shall  not  exceed: 

Portland  cement  concrete  1-2-4,  600  pounds 
per  square  inch ;  1-3-5  concrete,  450  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

Working  Stresses  for  Reinforced  Concrete: 

The  allowable  compressive  strength  of  con- 
crete on  direct  bearing  and  bending  shall  be 
assumed  at  six  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  (650 
lbs.)  per  square  inch  for  1-2-4  mix  and  eight 
hundred  pounds  (800  lbs.)  per  square  inch 
for  l-l%-3  mix. 

The  allowable  punching  shear  on  concrete 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds 
(120  lbs.)  per  square  inch  for  1-2-4  mix  nor 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  (150  lbs.)  per 
square  inch  for  l-l%-3  mix. 

The  allowable  unit  tension  stress  on  steel  re- 
inforcing bars  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  thou- 
sand pounds  (16,000  lbs.)  per  square  inch. 

The  allowable  bond  stress  between  concrete 
and  steel  rods  shall  not  exceed  eighty  pounds 
(80  lbs.)  per  square  inch  on  plain  bars,  one 
hundred  pounds  (100  lbs.)  per  square  inch  on 
deformed  bars  and  forty  pounds  (40  lbs.)  per 
square   inch  on  drawn   wire  for   1-2-4  concrete 
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and  for  l-l%-3  mix  these  stresses  may  be  in- 
creased to  100,  120  and  1~><>  lbs.  per  sq.  in.,  re- 
spectively. Hooks,  if  bent  at  a  radius  of  three 
diameters,  shall  be  considered  as  further  in- 
creasing the  bond-stress  by  20  per  cent,  in  all 
cases. 

The  modulus  of  elasticity  shall  be  taken  as 
one-fifteenth  of  that  of  steel  when  a  1-2-4  mix 
is  used  and  one-twelfth,  in  case  a  l-l%-3  mix  is 
used. 

Cinder  Concrete  Construction. 

A.  Cinder  concrete  shall  not  be  used  for  re- 
inforced concrete  construction,  except  it  may 
be  used  for  floor  slabs  having  a  span  not  exceed- 
ing- eight  feet  (8'  0"). 

B.  It  may  also  be  used  for  fire  protection 
purposes  where  not  required  to  carry  loads.

E.  The  ratio  of  the  moduli  of  elasticity  of 
steel  to  cinder  concrete  shall  be  taken  as  30 
and  the  allowable  unit  stress  of  cinder  concrete 
is  compression  tor  bending  at  300  pounds  per 
square  inch.

All  structural  steel,  cast  steel  and  cast  iron 
used   in  tlni  construction  shall  comply  with  the 
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latest    requirements   of   the    American    Society 

for  Testing   Materials  in  their  standard  speci- 
fications applying  to  building  construction.

The  thickness  of  metal  of  any  part  of  the 
column  section  shall  not  be  less  than  ^4"  unless 
the  column  is  built  of  steel  channels,  in  which 
case  the  minimum  thickness  allowed  will  be 
17/100".  Bases,  splices,  cap  and  butt  plates, 
and  connections  to  columns,  and  riveting  in 
built-up  sections,  shall  be  constructed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  best  standard  American  prac- 
tice, as  published  in  the  handbooks  and  stand- 
ards of  the  Carnegie,  Bethlehem,  Cambria  or 
other  responsible  companies.

flanges  it'  any  beams  or  girders  exceed  1!),000 — 
250  L/B,  in  which  formula  L  equals  unsup- 
ported distance  in  inches;  B  equals  width  of 
flange  in  inches. 

The  flange  of  plate  girders  shall  be  connected 
to  the  web  with  a  sufficient  number  of  rivets  to 
transfer  the  total  shear  at  any  point  in  a  dis- 
tance equal  to  the  effective  depth  of  the  girder 
at  that  point,  combined  with  any  load  that  is 
applied  directly  on  the  flanges. 

T).  Webs  of  plate  girders  shall  be  provided 
with  stiffeners  over  all  bearing  points  and  over 
all  bearing  points  and  under  all  points  of  con- 
centrated loading;  and  these  stitfeners  shall  be 
designed  as  columns  of  a  size  sufficient  to  prop- 
erly distribute  the  shear  into  the  web.  When

In  no  case  shall  the  overturning  moment  due 
to  wind  pressure  exceed  75  per  cent,  of  the 
moment  of  stability  of  the  dead  load  of  the 
building. 

In  the  structure  exposed  to  wind,  if  the  re- 
sisting moments  of  the  ordinary  materials  of 
construction,  such  as  masonry  partitions,  floors 
and  connections,  are  not  sufficient  to  resist  the 
moment  due  to  wind  pressure  taken  in  any 
direction  on  any  part  of  the  building,  addi- 
tional bracing  shall  be  introduced  to  resist  the 
wind  stresses. 

Tn  calculations  for  wind  bracing  and  wind 
stresses,  working  stresses  of  materials  as  given 
in  this  code  may  be  increased  50  per  cent. 

But  in  all  other  respects  the  construction  of 
said  building  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore 
City.
